Thirty million sears of natural selection and adaption, and »«»<f*l ktaiurxj 
of intelligent breeding b> man produced todjv » thoroughbred. 



Left: In the dawn of the Age of Man* 
a:.*'*, named Eocene, there roomed 
through the forest* and lowlands of the 
region between the Mississippi Basin and 
the Rockies a small animal. It was the 
sue of a fox-terrier, and had four toe* on 
its front feet and three on its hind ones. 
Concealment, not speed, gave thu crea- 
ture its hold on existence. Today we 
call this remote ancasCOC of the horse, 
toruppu*. 




Right: The land -here dwell Eohippu* 
lux, t r< " drier, lurou duappearcd. The 
halt ancotor needed speed when hiding be- 
came difficult. If changed into Miohippo*— 
after millions of vear». Thia creature had 
three toei un all its feet and wju more tfvan 
twice the aiie ot Eohippu*.

Presto- 
hippus ran on a big middle toe, but Mill 
rttnmed the t*.o other* all around, 
though thev did not touch the ground.
